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Newes from the Dead. 


Here happened lately in this Citty a very rare and 
remarkeable accident, which being earlouſly and 
falſely reported amongf the vulgar ( as in ſuch 
caſcs it is uſuall) to the end that none may be de- 
ceived, and that ſo fignall an a& of mer 
and providence may never be forgotten, I have bere faith 
ly recorded it, according to the Information 1 have received 
rom thoſe that were the chiete Inſtruments in bringing this 
great worke to perfeCtion. 

In the houſe of Sir Thomas Read at Duns-Tew in Oxford-ſbire, 
there lived a maid named Anne Greene, born at Steeple-Barton, 
in the ſame County, being about 22 years ofage, of a mid- 
dle ſtature, ſtrong, fleſhie, and of an indifferent good feature; 
who being (as ſhe ſaid) often ſollicited by faire promiſes and 
other amorous enticements of Mr Jeffery Read Grand-child to 
the ſaid Sir Themes, a youth of about 16 or 17 years of age, 
bat of a forward growth and ftature, at laſt conſented _ 
cisfy his unlawfull pleaſure, By which a&( as it afterward 
appeared) ſhe conceived, and was delivered of a Man-child : 
which being never made knowne, and the Infant found dead 
in the houſe of office, cauſed a ſuſpition, that ſhe being the 
mother had murthered it, and throwne it there on purpoſe ts 
conceale both it and her ſhame together. Thereupon the was 
immediatly taken into examination, and carried before feve- 
rall Juſtices of the peace in the Countrey : and ſoone after, 
in an extreame cold and rainy day, ſent unto Oxford Gaole, 
where having paſſed about three weekes more in continual 
affrights and terrours, in a place as comfortlefſe as her condi- 
tion, ſhe was at a Seffions held in Oxford , arraigned, condem- 
ned, and on Saturday the 1 4 of December laſt, brought forth 
to the place of A where, atter {inging of a cang & 
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zumething (aid in juſtification of ber (elf, as to the faft for 
which ſhe was to ſaffer; and-couching the Iewdneſice'of the Fa- 
mily whereiu the lacely lived, the was turn'd off the. Ladder, 
ing by the neck for the ſpace of almoſt halfe an houre, 
ſome of her friends in the mcan time thumping-her on the 
breaſt, others hanging with all cheir weight upon her leggs; 
ſometimes lifting her up, and then pulling her downe againe 
with a ſuddaine jerke, thereby the ſooner to diſpatch her ocit 
of her painc: inſomuch that the Unger-Sheriffe tearing leſt 
thereby they ſhould breake the rope, forbad them to doe.ſo a- 
ny longer. At length, when every one thought ſhe was dead, 
the body being taken downe, and put into a Coffin, was car- 
ried thence into a private houſe, where ſome Phylitians had 
appointed to make a Dilſe&ion. The Coffin being opened,ſhe 
was obſervedto breath, and im breathing ( the paſſage of her 
theoat being ſtreightned) obſcurely to rattle : which being 
perceived by a lufty fellow that ftood by, he (thinking to doe 
an aft of charity in-ridding her our of the ſmall reliques of a 
painfull life) nope ſeverall times on her breaſt & tomack 
with 211 the forte he could. Immediately after,there came in 
Dr Pe:ty of Braſen-noſe-Colledge our Anatomy-Profeſlor, and; 
Mr Thomas Willis of Chrift-Church, at whoſe comming, which 
was about 9 aclock inthe morning, ſhe yet perſiſted to ructle 
as before, laying all this while ſtretched out irr the coffin in 
a cold room and ſeaſon of the yeare. They perceiving ſome 
life in her, as well for hamanity as their Profeſſionſake, fell 
reſently to a& in order to her recovery. Firſt, having cauſed 
hes to be held up in the C oftin, they wrenched open her teeth, 
which were faſt ſet, and powred into her mouth ſome hot and 
cordiall ſpirics; whereupon ſhe rutled more then before, and 
Gemed obſcurely to cough: then they opened her hands (her 
fingers alſo being ſtifly bent ) and ordered ſome to rub and ' 
chafe the extreme =” of her budy, which they continued for 
about a quarter of an houre; ofr,in the mean time, powring in 
a ſpoonfull or two of the cordiall water; and be{ides tickling 
her throat with a feacher, at which ſhe opened her eyes , but 
ſhat them againe preſently. As ſoon as they perceived any heat 
in her cxtream parts, they thought of letting her bloud: & no- 
ſooner 
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ſooner was her arme boand for that parpoſe, 'bue ſhe ſaddenly bent 
it, as if it had been contrafted. by a hit of the Convulfion : the veine 
being fhee bled about five ounces, and that ſo freely that ir 
could not eafily be topped. All this while her pulſe was very low, 
bur otherwife not much amifle, Her arm being bound up again, and 
now and thena little cordial water powr'd down her throat, they 
continued rubbing her in ſeveral places, cauied Ligatures to be 

in her armes and leggs,and then ordered her to be laid in a bed well 
warmed : then they canfed her neck, and alſo her tewples tobe a- 
nointed with confortative oylesand ſpirits, and {@ likewiſe the bot- 
toms of her feet, and upon this ſhee beganne to open her cies and to 
move the lower parts of her body. Aboat this time came in Mr Bat- 
burft of Trinity Colledge, and Mr Clerke of Colledge, whoſe 
advice and endeavours were then and all the time afterwards con- 
cuFent with thoſe of the other &wo above mentioned. Then they 
applyed a _—__ to her breaſts, and ordered an heating odoriferous 
Clyſterto be caſt up in her body, ta give heat and warmth to her 
bowels : after that,they perſwaded a woman to goe into bed to her, 
and to lye very cloſe to her, and gently ro keep rubbing of her. Af- 
ter all which ſhee ſcemd about noon to be in a ſweat. Her face alſo 
began ſomewhat to ſwell and to look very red on-that fade on which 
the knot of the halter had been faſtned. wage” | 

WhilR che Phyficians were thus buſte in recovering her to life, the 
Underſheriffe was ſolliciting the Governour and the reſt of the Juſti- 
ces of Peace for the obtaining her Reprieve,that in cafe ſhe ould for 
that preſent be recovered fully to life, ſhee might not be had backe 
again to Execution. Wherenpon thoſe worthy Gentlemen, confide- 
ring what had happened, weighing all circumſtances, they readily 
apprehended the hand of God in her preſervation, and being willing 
rather co co-operate with divine providence in ſaving her, then to 
overſtrain juſtice by condemning her to double ſbame and ſufferings, 
they were pleas'd to granther a m__ untill ſuch time as her Par- 
yr pg eee opened her eyes, but preſenc! 

All this while no ſooner r eycs, (he 
ſhut them again, and being call'd upon tory whether ſhe 64a; Sa 
or ſpeak,there appeared no fign that ſhe could do either. Soon after, - 
they made tryal again : bidding her, it ſhe underſtood them, to move 
her hand, or open her cics. Rn ſhe obſcurely opened her 
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eyes. The Phyſitians fearing leaſt her face might ſwell more & more, 
and a Feaver come upon her , by reaſon of the former ſuffocation, 
took from her right arme about nine ounces more of blood , and 
then ordered her a ſulep,apd other coxdiall things to be adminiſtred 
upon occaſion, and ſoletr her for that might: and abour two houres 
after fhe began to (pzake many words incelligible. 

On Sanday the 15 about $ in the morning they return'd, and 
found her mach amended, being able to anſwer to any queſtion pro- 
pounded unto her. Shee then complained of her throat , ( but not 
much of any other part) whereunto they ordered a Cataplaſme to 
be applyed: then ſhe complaining of drought , a Julep was offered 
her, which ſhe firft cook with dffficuley, and at laſt refus'd : warm 
beere being given her, ſhe diſreliſhed ic , but of cold ſhe drank and 
thanked them. 

All this while ſhe lay often ſighing and talking to her (elfe , avif 
ſhe had been till to ſuffer. About noone ſhe felt an extreame ſore- 
neſfle in ber breaſt and (ides, but there appeared nothing diſcoloured 
or like a Contaſion. That night they ordered her a Clyſter, & a Ca- 
eaplaſme to be a ue to her breaſt and (ides, with other means to 
prevent what evill might enſue by reaſon of contus'd blood, and fo 
left her to reſt. About 9 of the clock ſhe laughed and talked merri- 
ly, looking freſh and of a good colour : being a liccle feveriſh , her 

tongue not furr'd nor clammy. 

Munday the 16, they found that ſhe had taken ſome reſt , and her 
feaver not much encreas'd : they then tooke from herleft arme a- 
bout fix ounces of blood more : ſhe fainted not , but talked very 
cheerfully, complaining ſomewhat of her neck. ſtomack,and throat. 

But before they let her bloud, having firſt cauſed all to depart the 
roome, except thoſe Gentlemen that were of the Faculty, they asked 


her of her ſenſe and apprehenſion during the time of her ſutfering;  - 


ſhe anſwered, chat after ſhe put off ſome of her clothes, bequeathing 
them to her Mother ( which was early in the morning before her ex- 
ecution) and heard ſome one ſay that one of the priſoners was let 
out of the chaine to put her to death, ſhe remembered nothing at all 
that had been done unto hee : and that ſhe knew not when her fet- 
rers were knock'd of. or how ſhe came out of priſon, or that ſhe had 
bin upon the Gallow?'s, neither could ſhe remember that any Plalme 
had bin ſung,or thaeſhe ſaid any thing there : notwichRtanding thoſe 


that 
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that were preſent do teſtify that ſhe ſpake very ſenſibly : onely about 
| a fortnight after, ſhe ſeemed to remember fannie of Thillow 

wrapt up ing bliket,which indeed was the habit of her Executioner. 

It is obſervable alſo, thar when ſhe came to her ſelfe againe, ſhe 
fell into the like ſpeeches as ſhe had uſed in _ before the execu- 
tion : ſeeming there to go on where ſhe had fo long time left off; 
like to a Clock whoſe weights had been taken off a while, and after- 
wards hung on againe. ; 

That night ſhe was fomented about the ſides and other contuſed 
places, her neck being very ſore, eſpecially on the right fide , where 
it was all black, anddegan to bliſter : there appeared alſo diverſe 
ſpots of ſetled bloud on her right cheek. 

Tueſday the 17 in the morning they ſound her pulſe ſlow, but ve- 
| unequall : her tongue not very dry nor ruugh : the night before 
ihe ſlept well; in the morning ſhe aroſe, but her head +; as fo light 
that ſhe could hardly ſtand upright : ſhe now complained of paine 
beneath the pit of her tomack : fhe complained allo of a Fc) wr 
in the tipp of her tongue. thinking ſhe had bitten it in the time of 
her ſuffering : ſhe call'd this = tor ſome bread, which ſhe did eate, 
being firſt toaſted and moiſtned in beare, Ar night when they viſi- 
ted her againe, the paine of her neck and throat was decreaſed: the 
ſpots of ſetled bloud about her check 2nd neck lefſened , but the 
deadneſſe of her tongue till remained, That night ſhe ſlept 6 or7 
| houres : and on the 18 in the mo: ning had no feaver; her pulſe was 
much amended; all Sympromes leficned; the pains in her breaſt ſee- 
| med to deſcend into the region of the belly, being (as *twas concei- 
| ved) not in the bowells, but only in the muſculous outward parts. 


Ae. The 19 ſhe was 1:p, and did cat part of a chick. All Symptomes 

| decreaſcd : yer could ibenot gue, without the help of ſomewhat to 
| nphold her. Her nect fill ſore, but mending. The deadneſſc of her 
Tongue lefſened. That nizht (he flept well. About foure or five 


daies after, being hard trofty weather , there appeared a blacknefle 
over the lower part of her 1ight arme, and upon her t!:nkes on the 

fame ide : which by degrees wax:d yellow, and in foure or five daies 
vaniſhed. 
, By this time, the care of the Phyſ:tians was well over. The paines 
| in her breaſt and {ide when ſhe drew in her breath,as alſo the inequa- 
[ licy of her pulſe (which cauſed a ſnipition of a contuſion and extra- 
| vaſated bloud fpilt on the Li:nes ) bcing now fully'cealed. The 
deadneſle of ker tongue and (orcnctle of herneck quite gone. There 


remained 
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remained onely a giddinefſe in her head when ſhe walked or ſtirred 
her body, which in a ſhort time likewiſe left her. And now being a- 
ble to walk about the town, eat, drink,and {leep afwel as before this 
accident had befallen her,ſhe had liberty co repair(and is lince gone) 
unto her friends in the Country ; taking away with her the Cothn 
wherein {he lay,as a Trophey of this her wondertul preſervation. 

Thus, within the ſpace of a Moneth, was ſhe wholly recovered : 
and in the ſame Room where her Body was to have been difſefted for 
the ſatisfation of a tew, ſhe became a greatcr wonder, bcing reviv'd, 
to the latisfaftion of multitudes that flocked thither daily to ſee her. 

One thing wore I had almoſt forgotten ; that when the nun;bers 
of people ſtill preſſing into the hel began to be too impetuous, and 
the Phylicians had obtained of the Governour to have a Guard plac'd 
at the door ; yet becaule thoſe of the better fort could not altoge- 
ther be denicd admillion, they thought it a ſcaſonable opportunity, 
for the maid's behalte,to invite them either to exercile their Charity, 
or at leaſt to pay for their Curiotity. And theretcre (themſelve; firſt 
leading the way) they commended it to thoſe that came in, to give 
every one What they pleas'd, her Father being there ready to reccive 
it. After a few daies the Governor (a Gentleman as much to be be- 
lov'd for his Courtelie, as hee is henour'd tur his Prudence) coming 
himſelte to ſec hcr,did not onely contribute to her in a liberal man- 
ner,but alſo improved his charity with many pertinent and whol- 
ſom inftruftions. By this meanes there was gathered for herto the 
ſummeof many pounds : whereby not onely the Apothecarics Bill, 
and other neceſſarics tor her Dyet and lodging were diſcharged, buc 
ſome overplus remained towards the ſuing out ot her Pardon. 

And now, having done with the Sufferings, and the Cure, it will 
not be amiſſe to look back, and take a Reveiw of the Cauſe of them, 
as matter of fat for which ſhe ſuffered : which (as I have ſaid) was 
the ſuppoſed murther of her own Infant, 

There are two things, very conſiderable, alledzed on her bechalle, 
and that may ſeem to cleer her Innocence asto that bulineſle. 

The fiſt is, that the Childe was abortive or ſti]born, and conſe- 
quently not capable of being murthcred. The other,that ſhe did not 
\ certainly know that ſhe was with childe,and thar it tcll from ber un- 
awares as ſhe was in the houſe of othice. 

As for the firſt, it is evident that the child was very unperfeR, be- 
ing.notaboye a ſpan in length, and the ſexe hardly to be diſtinguiſh- 
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med Infant. The Midwife faid alſo, that it had no hair, and that 
ſhe did not beleeve that ever it had life. Belides, her fellow-ſervants 
do teſtifie, that ſhee had certain Ifſues for about a month before ſhee 
miſcarried, which were of that nature (Phylicians ſay) as are not 
conliſtent with the vitality of a child : the eruption of which Ifſues 
came on her after thee had violently labour'd inskreening of malt. 
Laftly, ir is not likely that the Child was vital, the miſchance hap- 
pening not above 17. weekes after the time of her conception. 

For the 2. that ſhee might not know certainly that (he was wich 
childe, it is nut improbable : for ſhee was not 19. weeks without the 
uſual Courtes of women, before the had thoſk continual Iffues which 
laſted tor a Muneth together : which long and great Evacuation 
might make her judze, that ic was nothing elſe but a flux of thoſe 
humors which tor ten weeks before had been ſuppreſſed ; and that 
the childe which then fell from her unawarcs, was nothing but a 
lump of the ſame matter coagulated. As for the pain, it muſt needs 
be ditterent in ſuch caſes from that which accompanies the timely 
fruit of the womb: and by reaſun of thoſe Ifſues coming from her, 
for {0 long continued a time before ſhe could nothave thoſe throwes 
and paſſions at the time of her ab-rtion, as women in travcl are ſub- 
je& unto. 

Adde to all this, that at her Tryall ſhe ingentouſly confeſſed as 
much as was alledged by the witneſſes : and continued in the ſame 
aſſertions, not only before, but at her Execution, the 1«ſt ſappoſed 
minute of her life; and the very firſt words, after ſhe came to her 
ſelf again (which certainly were not ſpoken with de'ign, or purpole 
to deceive) confirmed the ſame. 

There is yet one thing more which hath been taken notice of by 
ſome, as to the Maid's detence ; Thet her Grand Protecutor Sir Tho- 
mas Read died within three daies after her Execution ; even almoſt as 
ſoon as the probability of her reviving could be well con*rmed to 
him. But becauſe hee was an old man, and ſuch Events are not too 
raſhly to be comment<d on,1 ſhall not make uſe of that obſervation. 

It may perhaps be expeftcd by ſome (and "tis pity I can give them 
no beter ſatisfa/\i-n ) that I ſFould here relate ſome ſtory (like 
eoſe of Orpheus or Aney in the Poets) of what fine vitions this maid 
ſaw in the other world ; what co&lefti:1 mulick, or bellilh bowling 
ſhe heard ; what ſpirits ſhe converſed with ; and what Revelations 
ſhe brought back with her, concerning the Preſent Times, orch E- 
vents of things to come. Putjfor ſuch matters the Ballads 


muſt reſt contented: ſince ſhee (as you ", heard) j 
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knowing any ihing whilſt (hee was dead, that ſhee remembred not. | 


what had happened to her evenwwhen ſhee was yet alive. Her ſpirits, 
at that time, being either {o tixed or benummed with fear, asnot to 
admic of any new Impreſſions; or otherwiſe fo tarbulent and un- 
quict, as preſently tro diſcompole and obliterate them. As we often 
lee it fares with men that are buzz in che head withrdrink, or tranſ- 
ported with madnefſe, who, thongh they leem ſeniible enough of e- 
very prelerit objett that moves them, yer after they recover can own 
bur little of what they did or laid betore. 

Having here done withrthe Story, I cannot bue refle& upon the ge- 
- nerous attempt of choſe Gentlementhae treely — and have 
ſo happily pertormed the Cure. That whilft > miſſed the opfor- 
tunity of. improving their knowledge in the difſeftion of a Dead bo- 
dy,they advanced-their tame by reſtoring to the world a Living one : 
who now (deſerredly) accountsit her happinefle to have fallen into 
fuch courteous and skiltull hands : not only for their ſucceflefull en- 
deavours uſed in her Recovery, but for being a means to vindicate 
her from that foul ſtain of Murder, which, in moſt mens judgments 
(and, perhaps, Heaven it ſelte allo bearing witneſle) was fo harſhly 
charged upon her. |
